lima, GoorgescueCosmovici informed Vesilache that relations batween faztions 

of the Rumanian Committee were more strained than evor before. Scenes “of th:

Cretzimu. Gencreal Ridescu is opposed by the representatives of the Uetionel 
Peasont Party who are bound together by the “money~power" welded by Cresziemu” . 
Mihail Farcksanu, represontative of the Liberal Party has now joined the 
supporters of General Radescu» 


Although Fresident of the National Conmittce, General Ridescu is completely 
without power because he lacks funds. Wicolas Mealaxa, who had earlier 
financed Radescu, terminated his financial support in October 1949 ani 
Rudeseu hes hed to disconsimie his contributions to the Rumenien Orthodox 
Church in Peris, his scholarships for students in France, and has suspenied 
publicaticn of his newspaper, Uniunea k Romana. According to lime. Georgescue 
Cosmevici, the Nationel Peasants sré using thoir representatives in varicus 
countries to undermine Radescu. These representatives she described as 
supported by funds available to Alexander Cretzianu. 

Although aot implicating the National Peasants in such maneuvers, Mme 
Georgeseu~Cosmovicd stated that a further important attempt to nicer fate) 
General Ridesou is being made in an effort to capture the Iron Guard and turn 
it against him. In her opinion, the inclusica of the Irom.Guard in recistanc 
activities is supported by General Constantin PotrouLazér, Aide to King Mihai. 
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fund administered by Constantin V isoionu end Alexander Cretziam. 
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
